It’s also a time 
for all of us to turn our attention to others, our neighbours, our fellow citi- 
zens. Look around you. Look at your neighbour with the different job, the dif. 
ferent background, the different colour of skin.

Then ask yourself — what do we share, as Ontarians and as Canadians? If 
enough of you ask this question, perhaps we'll find better ways to celebrate our 


differences rather than let them keep us apart. Help us rediscover consensus. 


Perhaps you're asking yourself — if I speak up, then what? What difference 


will my call or card make? 


I’m not going to pretend this dialogue will solve all our problems or change the 
course of history. This is not a survey or referendum and we won't be publish- 


ing scientific results. We can only solve our problems with your help. 


You'll read here about the work of the Select Committee — and how quickly it’s 
been asked to respond. Our decisions will depend very much on what we hear 


from you and your fellow citizens in the coming weeks. 


As the title says, this is an invitation to discuss a new Canada. You'll soon be 
hearing from members of the government and the Committee, responding pub- 


licly to what you tell us. I can’t promise to agree with every view. But speak to 


us and we'll be good listeners.

TO BE ABOUT ISSUES ALONE. AND IT’S NOT LIKELY TO BE 
RESOLVED SIMPLY BY A BETTER LANGUAGE POLICY OR BETTER 
TRADE ARRANGEMENTS. WE NEED A CONSENSUS ON ISSUES, BUT 


WE ALSO NEED A CONSENSUS ON VALUES. 


CONFRONTED WITH THIS DILEMMA, GOVERNMENTS IN FREE, 
DIVERSE AND DEMOCRATIC SOCIETIES NEED TO RETURN TO THE 
PEOPLE FOR GUIDANCE. THAT’S WHY SEVERAL PROCESSES OF 
CONSULTATION ARE UNDERWAY AT BOTH THE FEDERAL AND 


PROVINCIAL LEVELS IN CANADA.

ESTS AND ASPIRATIONS OF THE PEOPLE OF ONTARIO WILL BE 
FULLY REPRESENTED BY THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. AND THAT 


APPROACH WILL NOT SERVE ONTARIO WELL. 


THAT’S WHY THE GOVERNMENT OF ONTARIO HAS SET UP A TWO- 
PART PROCESS TO EQUIP THE PEOPLE OF THE PROVINCE TO PAR- 


TICIPATE IN THE DISCUSSIONS ON CANADA’S FUTURE.

WE’VE ESTABLISHED THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON 
ONTARIO IN CONFEDERATION TO FOSTER PUBLIC DIS- 
CUSSION AND DEBATE ON THE COURSE THE PROVINCE 
SHOULD FOLLOW (SEE SIDEBAR). THE PEOPLE OF ONTARIO MUST 
HAVE A MAJOR VOICE IN THE NATIONAL DEBATE ABOUT OUR 
COUNTRY’S FUTURE. WITHOUT THAT VOICE, THE CAPACITY OF THE 
LEGISLATURE AND GOVERNMENT OF ONTARIO TO REPRESENT THE 
PROVINCE’S INTERESTS WITH CONFIDENCE AND AUTHORITY 


WOULD BE GREATLY REDUCED.

1. WHAT ARE THE VALUES WE SHARE AS CANADIANS? 


anadians have always taken pride in those features of 

our life that distinguish us from other countries. 

Things as diverse as our non-revolutionary tradition, 
our combination of parliamentary and federal government, 
the existence within one country of two of the world’s great 
languages, multiculturalism, our health-care system, hockey... 
all these and other things have been offered as candidates in 
defining Canadian identity. 


Canadians celebrate the country’s diversity and regard it as a 
defining characteristic of our society. Diversity has its origins 
in the first encounter of aboriginal peoples and Europeans, 
and, after that, in the encounter between French and English. 
It has since been amplified by immigration from many lands, 
races, languages, religions and cultures. Canada remains a 
country that attracts hundreds of thousands of immigrants 


and refugees seeking a better and more peaceful life. 


In recognition of the increasing diversity of our society, our 
Constitution prohibits discrimination on the basis of disability, 
ethnic origin, race or colour, and asserts that our Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms will be interpreted in a manner consis- 


tent with Canada’s multicultural heritage. 


In response to the growing appreciation of the demands of 
justice and equality between men and women, the Charter 
also prohibits discrimination on the basis of gender, and 
asserts that Charter rights are guaranteed equally to people of 


both sexes. 





Questions for Discussion 


Both a respect for diversity and adherence to common values 
would seem to be necessary if our country is to realize its full 


potential. 


What held Canada together in the past? Do these forces 
remain as strong today? If not, are there new forces on 
which to build a common will to keep us together in the 
21st century? 


Do you think that the answers you give to these questions as a 
resident of Ontario would be acceptable to your fellow citi- 
zens in the Atlantic region, Quebec, the West and the North? 
If not, how can we build bridges between our views and 
theirs? 


What are the values that bind Canadian society together? Our 
belief in freedom and democracy? Our tolerance of diversity? 
The Canadian monarchy? The Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms? The ‘Canadian way of life’? Which others? Is it 
important to your understanding of Canada that the Charter 
of Rights apply in all respects across the country? 


Do we pay too much attention to the things that divide us and 
too little to what we have in common?

2. HOW CAN WE SECURE OUR FUTURE IN THE INTERNATIONAL 


ECONOMY? 


ur individual economic objectives concern jobs and 


income security, protection from unreasonable 





increases in the cost of living and high interest rates. 
We also want quality public services at reasonable tax rates, 
and we want the freedom to make economic choices about 
the goods and services we buy and where we live and work. To 
fulfill these aspirations we must take into account the interna- 


tional forces that shape our destiny. 


The industrial nations of the world have become much more 
interdependent as trade and international finance have 
become more sophisticated. This growing economic integra- 
tion, sometimes called globalization, is changing the way we 


think about managing national economies. 


One response is the emergence of larger economic blocs, 
such as the European Economic Community. Its goal is to pro- 
vide access to one large marketplace without barriers to trade, 
labour mobility or the free flow of capital. But the benefits of 
a larger market do not come without costs. Jobs will be lost as 
companies and their workers are forced to adjust to the new 
economic circumstances. As a result, the EEC has agreed to 
provide less well-off member states with economic assistance 
to enable them to keep up with the more developed 


economies of Europe. 


Europe is moving towards an economic community with a 
supranational government. This is but one example of the many 
possible types of economic union between nation States, each of 
which has implications for the political links among the partici- 
pants (see sidebar on next page). Canada represents an advanced 


form of economic association under a federal government. 
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Questions for Discussion 


In North America, the US-Canada Free Trade Agreement has 
accelerated economic integration while disrupting the 
Canadian and Ontario economies. The east-west economic 
ties that have been an historic feature of the Canadian econo- 
my are being replaced by stronger north-south links. 


Meanwhile, the governments of smaller units are taking more 
and more responsibility for their economic competitiveness. 
These units include Canadian provinces, American states, 
German Lander, Swiss cantons and Japanese prefectures. 
These governments have a crucial role to play in building 
prosperity — in education, training, managing land and natu- 
ral resources, the encouragement of research and develop- 


ment, new technologies and innovation. 


How can we manage our economy to serve people’s needs 
better? 


Do Ontario’s economic goals differ from those of other parts 
of the country? Do Canadians continue to share their 


economic goals ? 


How can we ensure that we become more competitive interna- 
tionally without compromising goals such as full employment, 
price stability and equitable income distribution?

3. WHAT ROLES SHOULD THE FEDERAL & PROVINCIAL 


GOVERNMENTS PLAY? 


ver the years federal and provincial governments 

have each assumed important social and economic 

responsibilities. Apart from responsibilities such as 
defence and international relations, the federal government 
has taken on the overall management of the national econo- 
my and helped ensure national standards in important areas 
such as health and post-secondary education. 


Through equalization payments to the less well-off provinces, 
the federal government has also attempted to ensure that all 
Canadians receive comparable levels of public services at com- 
parable levels of taxation. This principle is now entrenched in 
the Constitution. 


Provincial government responsibilities involve fostering local 
and regional economic development, managing the delivery 
of social programs and many other areas of primarily local 
concern. In areas like social assistance and health, the consti- 
tutional responsibility of the provinces overlaps with the feder- 
al government’s efforts to establish national programs and 
standards. Shared cost programs such as Established Programs 
Financing (EPF) and the Canada Assistance Plan (CAP) have 
been the result. In recent years, however, the federal govern- 
ment’s financial support for these programs has declined 
sharply. 


Questions for Discussion 


It makes both economic and political sense for the different 
levels of government to have different responsibilities. 
National programs are a tangible expression of our national 
community, the things we have in common, the things we wish 
to share with our fellow citizens. But our regional, cultural 
and linguistic diversity means it often makes sense for provin- 


cial governments to adopt their own individual priorities.

4. HOW DO WE ACHIEVE JUSTICE FOR CANADA’S ABORIGINAL 


PEOPLES? 


boriginal peoples have inhabited Canada since time 
immemorial — long before the arrival of the 
uropeans. Yet they are now the most deprived citi- 

zens of this country (see sidebar). 


They are also the fastest growing community in Canada, hav- 
ing increased in number by about a third in the last decade. 
Their rate of growth is currently about twice the rate of 


growth of the Canadian population at large. 


Aboriginal peoples have become increasingly resentful about 
the incapacity of Canadian governments to settle claims over 
land, self-government and constitutional matters. This resent- 
ment came to a head near the end of the Meech process and 


in the summer of discontent which followed its collapse. 


Responding to the needs of our aboriginal communities has 
both constitutional and non-constitutional dimensions, and 
will require action by both the provincial and federal govern- 
ments. Ontario is pursuing an agenda to change the relation- 
ship between aboriginal peoples and the rest of Ontario. The 
agenda would include aboriginal self-government, land claims 
and improvements in the quality of life within aboriginal com- 


munities.

S. WHAT ARE THE ROLES OF THE ENGLISH & FRENCH LANGUAGES 


IN CANADA? 





he status of English and French in Canada is a highly 
emotional issue which has been both a source of 


pride and conflict. The co-existence of the two lan- 





guages in Canada is a central and valuable feature of our 
North American society. Ours is the only country in the world 
that has English and French as its two official languages, and 
the only country which is a member of both the British 


Commonwealth and its French equivalent, La Francophonie. 


During the past couple of decades, the two language commu- 
nities have become more concentrated geographically. 
Quebec today is more French linguistically than in the past, 
while the rest of Canada has become more English. This trend 
is unlikely to change. 


Nevertheless, Quebec has an English-speaking minority and 
French-language minorities are found throughout English- 
speaking Canada, the largest of which is in Ontario. There are 
91 francophone newspapers and community publications in 


Ontario, as well as 19 francophone theatre companies. 


Since the late 1960s, governments in Canada have pursued 
three broad policy objectives. The federal government has 
acted to establish French and English as Canada’s two official 
languages. Provincial governments, aided by the federal gov- 
ernment, have sought to improve the standing of official- 
language minorities and the availability of French-language 
services within their jurisdiction. The Government of Quebec 
has made a high priority of strengthening the position of the 
French language and of the linguistic majority within that 


province.

6. WHAT IS QUEBEC’S FUTURE IN CANADA? 


ince 1759 French Canada has struggled to survive with- 

in English-speaking North America. Since 1960 Quebec 

has sought recognition that it is a distinctive community 
within the Canadian federation. 


The Task Force on Canadian Unity, co-chaired by John 
Robarts, a former premier of Ontario, identified six distinc- 
tive features of modern Quebec society: 

history, 

the predominance of the French language, 

civil as well as common law, 


the common ethnic origin of a majority of its population, 


the shared desires, aspirations and even fears of Quebec’s

and the unique role that politics and the Quebec government 
play in shaping Quebec society. 





Questions for Discussion 


The Meech Lake Accord was an attempt to recognize the dis- 


tinctiveness of Quebec society in the Constitution. 


While debate has focussed on the differences between 
Quebec and the rest of Canada, little attention has been paid 
to what we have in common. Ontario in particular has impor- 
tant links with Quebec — links of geography, language and 
business. Together, we have enjoyed considerable economic 
benefits (see sidebar). Clearly, any significant disruption of 


these links would be damaging for all concerned. 


Is the formal recognition of Quebec’s distinctiveness consis- 
tent with your conception of Canada and Confederation? How 
do you think this recognition might be expressed within the 


framework of Confederation? 


If you don’t think Quebec’s distinctiveness should be formally 
recognized — and yet this recognition proves to be essential 
to Quebecers — what alternative arrangements make sense

7. WHAT IS THE PLACE OF THE WEST, THE NORTH & THE 


ATLANTIC REGION? 


any Canadians have a strong sense of regional 
identity. 


Many westerners have long felt that the political structure of 
the country favours central Canada and neglects the aspira- 
tions of the western provinces. The Western Premiers’ 
Conference provides the West with mechanisms for regional 


consultation. 


The Atlantic region shares some common economic and cul- 
tural interests that overlay strong local loyalties. Regional 
interests are also emerging in the North as the northern terri- 


tories aspire to greater control over their own affairs. 


Regionalism has been encouraged by the recognition that the 
provinces need to cooperate to pursue common economic 
objectives. For example, the Premiers of New Brunswick and 
Newfoundland have recently called for greater regional eco- 
nomic cooperation in Atlantic Canada, in light of the failure 
of Meech and the domestic impact of international economic 


forces. 





Questions for Discussion 


Regionalism has also been reflected in the growing attach- 
ment many Canadians feel to their home province as the best 
means for representing their interests. Demands for equal 
representation of the provinces in national institutions such as 
the Senate are seen as a way of increasing their role and influ- 


ence in national government. 


How could regional identity best be expressed within the 
framework of Confederation — by provincial governments or 
enhanced regional representation within national institutions? 


How could we strengthen regional or provincial representa- 
tion in our national institutions? And how can we reconcile 
that with the democratic principle of representation by popu- 
lation? 


What arrangements with the Atlantic region, the West and the 
North will help secure our economic future together?

8. WHAT DOES ONTARIO WANT? 


onfederation has been good for Ontario. For many 


years we’ve been able to count on the fact that most 





national policies would bring us as many benefits as 
we could produce directly for ourselves. In many areas we 


didn’t trouble to generate a distinctively Ontario agenda. 


Instead we’ve tended to let nature — or Ottawa — take its 
course. It’s perhaps not surprising therefore that many 
Ontarians consider their interests and aspirations within the 
framework of the country as a whole, rather than within the 


context of their province. 


Like the other provinces, however, Ontario has its own prob- 
lems and its own qualities. We’re much more diverse cultural- 
ly and racially than the rest of the country and for many years 
have attracted far more new citizens than any other part of 
Canada. Our population has also been growing more rapidly 


than the national average. 


Our economy is less and less dependent on trade with other 
parts of Canada, and we now rely less than any other province 
on the national market (see maps on next page). Until recent- 
ly, we’ve experienced both the benefits and the strains of a 
much higher rate of economic growth than has typified other 


Canadian provinces.

ONTARIO’S TRADING RELATIONSHIPS... 


Ontario currently consumes over half of all the goods and ser- 


vices it produces, and exports the rest. 


Ontario’s international exports rose from 57% of its total 
exports in 1979 to 68% in 1989. 


Ontario’s exports to the United States rose from 46% of its 


total international exports in 1979 to 58% in 1989. 


Over the same 10-year period, Ontario’s exports to the other 


nine provinces declined from 43% to 32% of its total exports.
